Report of Trustees of Central Cemetery. 


On April 24th, forty-one Rock Maples and. twenty-two 
Norway Spruces were set out in the cemetery. ‘They came 
from the Cherry Hill Nursery in West Newbury, Mass. Two 
Elms were also set out at the entrance. ‘These did not live, 
but the others were apparently alive when the ground froze. 
It can hardly be expected that all will survive the winter. Time 
only can tell what success will follow these efforts to improve 
the looks of the cemetery by planting shade trees. 

A trial was made with the road machine on a portion of 
the principal avenues in order to ascertain if it is practicable by 
that method to keep down the grass and weeds. ‘The results 
seem to show that it is not, unless it is worked at least twice 
during the summer, and that would cost too much. As long as 
there is not travel enough to make it necessary to keep up a 
road bed, free from grass and weeds, it seems better to use a 
mowing machine when required. One was given a trial and 
found to work satisfactorily. 

Six lots have been sold since the last report. Seven orig- 
inal interments were made in 1886, and also eleven re-inter- 
ments.

Report of the School Board. 


FELLow Citizens or Ryz :— 

The Schoool board are pleased to report that the schools un- 
der their charge have made good progress during the past year. 

The South school has been in charge of Miss Elizabeth B. 
Bowers. She has rare tact in governing and we have always 
found her school very quiet and orderly; the pupils recited 
their lessons very promptly and it was always a_ pleasure to 
* visit her school. 

The West school has been in charge of Miss Jennie O. 
Bowers. We are pleased with the rapid progress made, es- 
pecially by the younger pupils. ‘The teacher’s work has been 
earnest and practical and we believe she has performed her 
duties faithfully. 

Mr. Harry A. Reed was engaged to keep the Wedgwood 
school, but as he secured a better position he resigned at the 
end of the first week and sent as a substitute Mr. Lewis H. 
Putney, who came well recommended, but he failed. to give 
satisfaction. The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss 
Linnie M. DeMeritte, a teacher of experience in our common 
schools. Miss DeMeritte takes a personal interest in each 
pupil, thus quickly securing their esteem and the confidence of 
the parents. She soon made a change in the school for the 
better and marked progress has been ‘the result. 

The East school has again been in charge of Mrs. M. Emma 
Foss. Mrs. Foss is a teacher of ability and experience, is 
thoroughly interested in her scholars and has worked hard 
striving to advance them with satisfactory results. 

During the year our schools have been somewhat broken up 
by the scarlet fever and measles, so that our average attend- 
ance in the schools has been lowered thereby. 

We have made a change in writing books and have intro- 
duced the Ellsworth system of vertical penmanship. For the 
more advanced pupils we have introduced the Williams & 
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Rogers Commercial Arithmetic and Welis’ Science of Common 
Things, a work on the first principles of Philosophy. 

We are sorry to say that we have parents in our town who 
neglect to send their children to school and we have been com- 
pelled to notify them if they did not we should be obliged to 
enforce the law, but they will invent all kinds of excuses for 
keeping their children at home and let them run around idle. 
As we have a larger appropriation this year our schools will keep 
until the 19th of March, making thirty-seven weeks in all. As 
our financial accounts close Feb. 15th, we have paid all bills to 
date, leaving cash on hand $375.15. <A full financial report 
will be made at the school meeting.
